Stewart's Latest Story. 

In the course of a severe grilling 
by the committee yesterday aft:r- 
noon, Stewart attempted to recon- 
cile his previous sworn denials 
with his present sworn admissious, 
but his attempts brought only ex- 
pressions of incredulity and amaze- 
ment from the. committee, inter- 
spersed with derisive laughter 
from the spectators. [Earlier in 
the day he had related how H. 8. 
Osler, dummy president of the bo- 
gus Continental Trading Co., ha‘ 
delivered to him in 1922 and 1923 
varioug packages of Liberty bonds 
totaling $759, 500, which represent- 
ed Stewart's share of the profits 
made in the Continental’s illegiti- 
mate oil deal. 

Since part of these profits was 
made at the expense of Stewart's 
own stockholders he did not feel 


he should accept them and accord- 


ingly he placed them in a trust 
fund for his two companies—the 
Standard of Indiana and the Sin- 
clair Crude Oil Purchasing Co. 
Following the acquittal of Harry 
Sinclair in the Teapot Dome con- 
spiracy trial Saturday, Stewart 
called a meeting of the Standard 
directors, laid the story before 
them and it was decided that all 
the bonds should go to the Sin- 
clair Crude —- a concern jointl: 
owned by the Standard and by 
Sinclair—from which had been ex- 
torted half the profits of the Con- 
tinental deal, 


By Way of, Contrast. 

That deal was guaranteed by 
Stewart. During his appearance 
before the committee Feb. 2 of this 
year, Stewart was closely ques- 
tioned on the whole subject.

BENNETT UNKNOWN 
UNTIL BYRD’S FLIGHT

LOYD BENNETT. born in 
Warrensburg, N. Y., in 1890, 
was for the first 35 years 
of his life an obscure figule 
whose potentialities awaited only 
the moment of opportunity for de- 
velopment. 

That moment came in 1925 when 
Commander Byrd was given the 
pick of the whole Navy from which 
to choose mechanics for his Green- 
land expedition with Donald Mac- 
Millan.

Goes Through to Bremen 


Byrd writes in his recently pub- 
lished book. Skyward, “he showed 
he was a good pilot and one of thy 
finest practical men in the Navy 
for handling an airplane’s tem- 
peramental mechanisms. And 
above that he was a real man, fear. 
less and true—one in a million.” 
From that moment that Byrd's 
keen eyes penetrated the film of 
grease coating the grubby meé- 
chanic and found a man the two 
were inseparable. To think of 
Byrd was to think of Beanett, and 
vice versa, and therefore much of

Intended to Cross Atlantic. 


Together, Bennett and Byrd en- 
dured the hardships of Greenland. 
and together, a year later, they 
flew over the North Pole. 

“Bennett,” said Byrd after that 
flight, “is a man of the greatest 
energy, endurance and skill, ooth 
as a navigator and as a mechanic. 
I would not like to be in the Arc- 
tic without him, and I would take 
him before any other man in the 
world.” 

As soon as the pole had been 
crossed, Byrd told Bennett that an 
aerial crossing of the Atlantic was 
his next aim and Bennett asked to 
be taken along. 

“We go together,” said Byrd, but 
it was not to be. 

On April 16 of last year the Fol:- 
ker plane America crashed on its 
initial test flight and Bennett was 
so seriously injured that he could 
take no part in the flight to France. 

Realized Danger of Test Flight. 

Bennett had superb control of 
his emotions, but during that test 
flight, realizing that the plane was 
nose heavy, he gave the only sign 
of apprehension he ever displayed. 
That sign, Byrd says, was to lick 
his lips, and at the time Byrd 
nudged Lieut. George Noville and 
nodded toward Bennett. 

The plane, under the guidance of 
Anthony Fokker, its designer, land- 
ed at 60 miles an hour and turned 
over. All but Fokker were injured, 
Bennett by far the most seriously. 
He was hanging upside down in 
the wreckage of the pilot’s seat, his 
leg smashed, blood pouring over his 
face, blinded with oil. He believed 
he was dying; but his first thought 
was of his companions. 

“We heard a strained voice,” 
says Byrd, “crying ‘look out’ for 
fire.’ ”

ATHENS, Aprit 25.—Recurring 
earthquakes in Greece this mecrn- 
ing wrought fresh damage on the 
devastated Isthmus of Corinth. 

A-shock at 4:04 a. m. practically 
destroyed the resort of Kalamaki 
at the eastern entrance to the 
Corinth carfal. 

A strange phenomenon was ob- 
served at Piraeus, the port.of Ath- 
ens, where the sea rose to a great 
height and then suddenly receded. 
Slight damage was caused to ship- 
ping. 

A slight shock felt at Athens at 
2:30 a. m. caused considerable ap- 
prehension among the inhabitants. 

Other shocks were felt at Co- 
rinth last night. These were ac- 


rainstorm. Twenty houses col- 
lapsed at the small town of Amuri 
Lamia, but no casualties were re- 
ported. 

Shocks also were felt this morn- 
ing at-Lamia, at the head of the 


gulf of that name, and on the. 
Island of Poros. 

A British squadron arrived at 
Corinth and commenced to dis- 
tribute food and blankets. 

Denis Loverdos, Athenian bank- 
er who owns a villa at the dam- 
aged watering place of Loutraki, 
gave 200,000 drachmas ($2600) for 
the sufferers in that district.

PAUL BROWN ESTATE TO TEST 
STATE INHERITANCE TAX LAW 


Seeks Ruling on Amendment in 
Order to Assure Federal] 
Deduction. 

An attack upon the constitution- 
ality of a 1927 amendment to the 
State inheritance tax law was made 
yeserday by the widow of Paul 
Brown, multimillionaire St Louis 
building owner, and the executors 
of his $15,000,000 estate in a suit 
filed in Cireuit Court. The suit 
asks an injunction against the col 
lection of additional taxes author- 
ized by the amendment, which in 
the case of the Brown estate would 

total about $1,000,000. 

Under the amendment the State 
tax may be Increased over its cal- 
culated figure until it reaches 80 
per cent of the Federal levy. Its 
calculated figure in the Brown es- 
tate would be about $500,000. The 
State tax is deductible from the 
Federal tax and in the suit the 
executors say they want a court 
decision on the validity of the 
amendment so that the estate will 
be in no danger of being refused 
a deduction by the Federal Gov. 
ernment in the event the amend- 
ment later is found invalid. , 

No matter which way che snit is 
decided. it will entail no loss to 
the estate.

| Turkish, Miss Edfth Sanderson, 28 
fyears old, of Berkeley, Cal., deliv- 
ered an impassioned plea for her 
liberty. She frankly admitted dis- 
cussing the New Testament with 
two girl students who came to her 
privately when she was a teacher 
in the American school for girls 
here but said it was after school 
hours and did not contravene the 
Turkish law against teaching -e- 
ligion in schools. 

The atmosphere was tense when 
Miss Sanderson rose to speak. 
With her first few words of Turk- 
ish there were audible murmurs 
of surprise showing how effective 
was her strategy. 

Only once was there hesitation 
‘in Miss Sanderson’s speech. She 
was trying to say “fair play” and 
“good sportsmanship” but as these 
expressions have no equivalent in 
Turkish, she had to repeat the 
Turkish . equivalent for “high 
ideals.” 

Miss Sanderson said after she 
had been at the Broussa school 
two years, severa) girls came to

Miss Sanderson told of her physi- 
cal education work with Turkish 
girls and of caring for them in 
sickness.

Probably the greatest eng!- 
neering undertaking ever at- 
tempted by the United States 
would be authorized by the 
measure. The project calls for 
increasing the height and width 
of all Mississippi River levees 
and the construction of artifi- 
cial diversion channels almost 
paralleling the entire course of 
the river from Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., to the Gulf of Mexico. 

The flood works, which are 
designed to protect against a 
flow of water 25 per cent great- 
er than the 1927 inundation, in- 
clude the building of a river 
bank floodway from Cairo, Ill. 
to New Madrid, Mo., a floodway 
through the Tensas Basin in 
Arkansas and Louisiana; 4 
floodway through the Atchafal- 
aya Basin in Louisiana to the 
Gulf: and a spiliway, north of 
New Orleans, at Bonnet Carre. 

The measure also provides by 
a House amendment, that flood 
control surveys and an investi- 
gation of the reservoir method 
of curbing the high waters be 
instituted on half a dozen tribu-
